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PITTSBURG GOES 0UT

Coal Miners’ Strike Declared
in That Distriet.

EXTENT NOT DEFINITELY KNOWN

8ix Thousand River Diggers HKmown
to Be Idle--Ohlo Strikers Se-
oure an Advance.

Prrreevra, July 6.—A strike of coal
miners is on in Pitteburg district, but
reports 88 to its extent are so conflicting
and meager, 1t is difficnlt to tell how
msoy responded to the strike order.
Most encoursging reports for the strik-
ers came from the river mines, and it
can be stated that fully 6000 river dig-
gers are idle.

A dispatch from Wheeling, W. Va.,
gaye men at Schickanes, on the B. &£ 0.,
in Ohio, are at work at an advance. The
3000 on the Cleveland, Lorain & Wheel-
ing railroad voted two to one against the
strike, and are working as usuoal.

ALL CLASSES WILL SUFFER.

Miners' Strike Likely to Be Berfous in
Its Effects.

New Yorx, July 6.—A World Wash-
ington dispatch says:

In speaking of the miners’ strike, Sec-
retary Sherman said that such distorb-
ances were slways serious, and threat-
ened to become injurious to business in-
terests. The withholding of so import-
ant & product as coal, if continued for a
considerable period, he said, necessarily
involves a liberal increase in price, and
consequently affects all classes. He does
not believe that politics enter into
strikes—that any of the parties, or that
either the preceding or the present sd-
ministration could be held responsible
for the existing disagreements between
the operators and minere,

Secretary Sberman gays that the solu-
tion of these problems must be found by
the employers and those in their service.
They must adjast their differences in
their own way and to their own eatis-
faction. Outside suggestions and inter-
ference would be resented. For this
reason he does not believe that any gen-
eral plan of arbitration for the adjudica-
tion of labor troubles, as proposed by
pending congressional legislation, would
be acceptable to either of the parties, or
could be made effective in practical ap-
plication. The theory is good, he said,
but the execution would be difficult, if
not impossible.

Arbitration provi ded by law would be
on the principle of leading a horse to
water. The water can be provided and
the animal taken to it, but he caunot be
compelled to drink.

SENATOR HANNA'S YIEWS.

Strikers Choose an Unfortunate Time to
Make Thelr Demand.

New Yomx, July 6.—A Herald dis-
pateh from Washington says:

Senator Hanna, in speakiog of the
coal miners’ etrike, said:

“Owing to the existing conditions of

business, no one can be expected to raise
wagea for the present, anywhere in any
line of business, and therefore the strik-
ers have chosen a very unfortunate time
to make their demands, whether the
latter be reasonable or not. With bet-
ter times, greater confidence and an in-
creased demand for the product of the
mines, it ought to be poasible to give la-
borers of all kinde a better retorn for
their labor. That is what we mean by
prosperity— sn improved condition of
business. When money is freer, apera-
tions are carried on upon s safe, sound
and profitable basis, and the humblest
laborer reaps the benefit of the good
times in proportion to the value of his
labor.
“The hoped-for good times arecoming,
I believe, before long, but they will not
come suddenly, but gradually, and when
bosiness does improve, employers of
labor can listen to the grievances of the
employed, I do pot see that they can
be expected to do so before. It is to be
hoped tbat the men will agree to submit
the matter to arbitration and let their
tronbles rest for the present in & resson-
able manner. Acts of violence prompt-
ed by thoughtless passion can never ac-
complish anything good.

*“Of the effect of the strike on Ohio
politics, I am not prepared to eay any-
thing. Boeiness distorbances always
affect the curient issnes one way or an-
other, and misunderstandings frequent-
ly arise on account of them. I have no
apprehension personally on account of
the strike, however,”

Lightning Fired a Church.

Quzskc, July 5.—A terrific thunder
storm which paseed over the Lake 8t.

Joho district cunsed loss of life and con-
siderable damage to property. Owing
to the storm the wires are in a demoral
jzed condition, bat it is learned that at
John Querie’s lightning struck the
parish church while high mass was be-
ing celebrated. A portion of the roof
was ripped off, two altars upset and the
officiating priest stunned.

Then it was discovered that the boild-
ing was on fire, and the whole congrega-
tion at once became panic-stricken, A
mad rush was made for the doors, dur-
ing which one man was trampled under
toot and killed and many persone were
injured.

The church was burned to the ground,
making the third church fired by
lightning and destroyed in the Lake St.
John district within two weeke,

N0 BOUNTY AT FRESENT.

The Beet Sugar Tarif Amendment Will
Be Tabled.

W asamxerox, July 6.—The Republi-
can senatorial caucus today decided not
to again present a beet-sugar bounty
amendment to the tariff bill, and Alli-
son was authorized to move to have the
amendment offered by Allen tabled.
There was also & general agreement to
take up the Thuraton beet-gugar bounty
bill as independent the first thing after
congrees meets next December,

The object of the cancns bore entirely
upon the bounty matter. Aldrich was
the first to make a general outline of the
coursé which was ultimately agreed
npon, including the postponement of the
entire question until December. A mo-
tion to this effect was, however, made
by Morrill, after a motion made by
Davig to stand by the finane¢ committee
withdrawing the amendment, had been
earried.

Foraker suggested that the entire
question shonld be left open, leaving
each Republican senator to cast his vote
i1n such manner 8 he ghonld choose, in-
dependent of party affilistions. He sald
the effort to lay the amendment oo the
table might lead to filibustering tactics,
and cause more delav than wounld the
opposite course of permitting the amend-
ment to go to & vote on ite merita.

Thie view was antagonized by the
other senators, who said the Democrats
would hold the bill up indefinitely, as
long as there was a posaibility of the
amendment passing, and that the only
way of insuring a speedy vole was for
the party as a whole to support the
motion to table, This opinion
wae go general that Foraker did not press
his motion and no vote was taken.

When Allen wae informed of the re-
sult of the Republican caucus, he said
he would press his amendment to a vote,
but that he would not filiboster to pre-
vent its being laid upon the table. He
sald it was not hie purpose to prevent an
early vote on the bill.

ASTOR Is INDIGNANT,

His Paper Was Slighted at the Queen's
Dioner Party.

New Yorg, July 6,—A dispatch to the
World from London says:

W. W. Astor is indignant because his
paper, the Pall Mall Gazette, was omit-
ted from the invitation list for the
queen’s party at Windsor castle Sator-
day, to the members of the house of
commons and their wives. The Gazette
therefore boycouts the entertainment,
explaining:

““We have to apologize to our readers
for the abzence of any account of what
must have been a most interesting fune-
tion; but as we did not see it, we can-
not describe it."

No London evening paper was invited,
and are all exercised at the slight, but
the Pall Mall Gazette Is the only one
that makes its chagrin pablic.

She
now refuses lo bold any communication
with Ward. BShe avows that she cannot
for the life of her understand her former
conduel, except that she has been the
victim of some awinl control that she
could neither fathom nor resist.

Mrs. Bradbury has promised her
mother to whom she is entirely recon-
ciled, that she will never agein counten-
ance Ward’s attentions, nor even toler-
ate his [riendship, She saye she will
never speak to him or permit him to
gpeak to her.

Inspector (' Brien said today he had a
full confesgion from Thorn admitting he
had mardered Guldensoppe and giving
all the details of the crime,

According to Thorn's confession, Mrs.
Nack drove to Woodside honee with
Guldensuppe and sent her victim inside
to *‘see how he likéd the house.”” Thorn
was concealed behind an inner door, and
shot bim throngh the head. The body
was placed in a bathtub, carved up in
pections, and then encased in plaster of
paris. Mrs, Nack returned to the house
in the afternoon, and with Thorn drove
to the river and threw the package over-
board.

" FOE REMORM IN FINANCE,

Currency Question to Come Up at the
FPresent Sesslon.

WasaixeToxn, Jaly 7,—President Me-
Kinley called & special meéting of the
cabinet for today. After & discnssion
lasting over an hour the cabinet decided
that the president should send to con-
gressa message recommending legislation
providing for a committee to adjust the
currency question of the eountry.

It is the expectation of the president
that the subject will receive the attention
of congress duriog the jpresent extra
eesgion, The message itself is written
and is short. Itas principal feature iz a
quotation from the president’s inangaral

passed the senate by a vote of 39 to 28,

addrese on the financial subject.

The tariff bill was not considered at
the meeting today except in ite bearing
on the currency commisgion proposition,

The president will ask suthority te
name nineé commissioners and for an ap-
propriation for the expenses of the com-
mission, but will not make soggestions
a8 to the political or other composition
of the commission, nor will he make any
snggestion a8 to the lines of investiga-
tion. He will bimeelf eall attention to
the necessity of reform in our caorrency
and netional banking laws, and state
that in his opinion that reform is
equally important with the enactment
of a protective tariff law.

HOT WAVE IN NEW YORA.

Eleven Frostrations n;d One Death o
the Metropelis.

New Yorg, July 6.—A hot wave struck
thie city today,and at noon the ther-
mometer on the street registered 102
deg., while the humidity recorded was
91 per cent. Ae a result of this intenge
heat there was one death and eleven
prostrations., Toward evening, how-
ever, the sky became overcagt and there
wae & fall of 2 deg. between 5 and 5:10
p.-m. Five proatrations were reported
from Brooklfn today.

Fatal Cases in Betriot.

Derrorr, Mich., July 8.—The liet of
persons who died in this aty yesterday
from sunstroke and heat prostrations
was swelled today by 13.¢ Ona boy was
killed in a8 runaway caueed by fireworks,
and a little girl was fatally burned. Fif-
teen others were injured by fireworke.

The aduolts who died from sonstroke
are Conrad Stelime, Mrs. A, O, Walakbi,
Miss Catherine Orr, Mre. Webber, G. B.
Birthwhistle, Patrick Commings. The
others were young children.

St. Louls Scorched.

8r. Louis, July 6.—8t. Lonis was
scorched sgain today. At 10 o'clock the
thermometer registered 88, and by after-
noon was at the 96 mark. At wmidnigbt
the thermometer registored 90 deg.. A
number prostrations have been report-
ed but none resulted [atally.

Five Deaths in Cincinnati.

Cixcisnari, July 6.—There were five
death from Lieat today, making s total
of 36 deatbs in the last four days. Proe-
trations of a more or less serions nature
aenally are four or five times as great as
the number of deaths. Today was no
excaption to the rale.

EMPEROR WILL BE COERCED.

American Warships Are En Route to

Tangler.

New Yorg, July 7.—A special to the
Herald from Washington says:

The emperor of Morocco is to be co-
erced by American men-of-war in order
that puishment may be inflicted upon
one of his subjects who sssaulted an
American eitizen. The vessels are on
their way to Tangier. They are the San
Francisco, flagship, and the Raleigh,
The San Francisco is expected to reach
Tanpgier in a few hours. The Raleigh
will arrive at her destination the Ilatter
part of the week.

The orders to the S8an Francisco and
Raleigh were the result of & request re-
ceived by the state departinenty from
Consul-General David N. Burke, station-
ed at Tangier. Mr. Burke announced
that an American citizen had been
bratally assaalted; that he had asked
the Moorish government to arrest and
punish the American’s assailant and
that op to the present time there were
no indications that the requeat would be
granted.

Deed of a Despondent Man.

Los Axceres, July 6.—W. B. Peter-
gon, formerly employed in the freight
department of the Santa Fe railroad, at-
tempted to murder his 8 year-old daugh-
ter this morning and then committed
suicide. Before be died he told the
child of his plan, and persuaded her she
would be able to see her mother, who is
dead, if ehe took poleson with him. He
made her drink carbolic acid, and drank
prussic acid himsell.

The girl was taken to the hospital,
and, slthough her tongue and throat
were borned by the acid and she sni-
fered great agony, her life was saved.

An Unconfirmed BEamor.

Havaxa, July 8.—The report is cur-
rent that Weyler has been recslled by
the central government on acconnt of
the failure of his campaign in Santisgo
de Cuba provinee. The report of Wey-
ler’s recall is gemi-officially denied, bat
he has probably been asked to tender
his resignatian.

Wiped Out An Old Feud.

Emrige Crry, Kan., July 6.—Sam
Mitchell, husband of the postmistress of
this city, wiped out an old fend here by
shooting and killing Link Cole, ex-city
marshal. The men met on the street
and Mitchell shot without warning.
Cole killed Mitchell’s: brother a year

ago.

NOTABLE  GATHERING

First Formal Gathering of
Endeavor Convention,

MECHANICS' PAVILIOR IS CROWDED

Delegntes Welcomed on Behalf of Olty,
State and Committee--Meeting
at Woodward's Pavilion.

Sax Fraxcisco, July 8.—At daylight
this morning began the prayer meeting
of the Christian Endeavorers, The eer-
vices were beld in sll tbe prineipal
churches of the city, the subject being
the same in each, “Prayer for the Con-
vention.” Among the leaders of these
meetings B. W. Wileox, of Spokane; H.
J. Fries, ol Tacoma, Wash., and H. 8.
Gile, of Salem, Oregon.

Long before the hour appointed for the
opening of the convention every seat in
the vast pavilion, which accommodates
over 10,000 people, was occapied, women
predominating, and from the stage the
sight was one never to be forgotten.
Seldom has an audience equal in num-
bers and appearance been assembled
within the walls of a building in Cal-
ifornia.

At 9:30 the great gathering was called
toorder by Rev. E, R. Dille, of this city,
and after a2 musical welcome by the
choir, brief devotional exercises were
conducted by Rev. Phil’p F. King, of
Bolton, Tex. Then the welecome of the
committee of ‘07 was delivered by Rolla
V. Watt, who eaid:

“This morning onr dreams are real-
izod, our hopes are folfilled, cur prayers
are answered, for we witness the as-
eembling of an international Christian
Endeavor convention for the first time
on the shores of the mighty Pacific.
God blesayon! Weare glad your are
Lhere; welcome, thrice welcome!

““We welcome vou first and aboveall for
the sake of our Master, whose banner of
love is over all, and whose servants youn
are. He hassaid if we lift him np he
will draw all men unto himeelf; and
just as we represent him in our thoughts,
our words, our deeds, in our daily lives,
#o will men see him. He holds in his
hands the solution of sll onr problems,
social, political and spiritnal. Itis the
part of Christian endeavor to take these
proffered gifts and offer them to man-
king.

**We welcome you, therefore, knowing
you are seeking to present the Savior of
mankind to the world, that the world
may be made better. We cannot offer
you the historic sittings of Boston com-
moun, nor the beanties of the national
eapital; we are too young for such
things; but we are prond of our city, set
on more hills than Rome boasted, and of
our state, with ite varied and unequaled
mRitractions,

“While you are 10 the city I trust yon
will seek ont the bright epots, rather
than the dark ones; ascertain for your-
selves what we are doing on the west
coeat along the lines, you have chosen
for your activitiee. Note the evidence
of material, morsal and religious progress,
and in so doing, remember that not 50
years ago, on this little peninsuola, Yerba
Buena was christened San Francisco; 1t
was then scarcely a hamlet, and was nol
incorporated into a town uonotil three
years alterwards.

“And let me remind yon that at New
York, Montreal, Boston and Washing-
ton we invited you to California; our
invitation was broader than a city; and
thie morning, on our souvenir badges,
on our flags, on our arch, on oor banners,
in flowers and shrubs, in onr parks, yon
will find inscribed the msgic words
which have induced you to leave your
homes and to travel thousands .of miles
throngh the burning heat ‘ot the July
sun—**California, '87." '

" Atter the applause which followed the
remarks of Watt had sabeided, the wel-
come of the Golden Gate pastors was
given by Rev. John Hemphill, who
eaid : :

“Beveral centuries ago & monk of Pl-
cardy, named Peter the Hermit, went up
and down Eorope preaching the firey
crusade againet thoee who held the =ep-
ulehre wherein the Savior of the world
was laid, and be inspired the people
wherever he went with his own wild,
‘weird entbusisem. All Eorope flew to
arme. The watchword, ‘Dens vaolt,’
barat from ten thousand times ten thou-
sand Jips, and thearmies of Christendom
precipitated themeelves upon the holy
land with the awinl wdr cry ‘God wills
it,” echoing from rank to rank.

“Francis E. Clark—the Peter the Her-
mit of the 19th century—has for several
years been going up and down our own
land snd other lands, presching a far
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Christian zeal and loye on the sltar of
voung hearts; and now, with a few bat-
talions of his mighty army, he bhas in-
vaded Qalifornia, and we have surren-
dered unconditionally. In the name of
the pastors of the Golden West, we bid
you thrice welcome, and we invoke sach
showers of blessings upon you that in
the coming years the San Francisco con-
vention will be referred to as the Pente-
costal convention.”

A SUCCESSFUL EXPEDITION

Cubans Landed a Cargo of Soppliss in
Havans Provinoce,

New York, July 8:—A special to the
Journal and Advertiser from Havana
says:

An expedition of Caban filibusters
from Florida is reported to have landed
on Sunday in Havana provioce at the
mouth of Jaruco bay. The Spanish gun-
boat Reina Muria Christina, which was
cruising about the coast, endeavored to
intercept the expedition, but without
BUCCEss.

When the cruiser arrived at the spot
and disembarked her marines, they were
fired upon and driven to their boatas by
a strong rebel force in awmbush, Aftera
brief bombardment of the insurgemts’
poeition the warship hurried to Havana
for reinforcements. When ghe returned
the filibusters had already left with their
munitions and supplies for Castillo’s
headguarters in the Tapeste hills, closaly
pursued by Fonsdevieias' Bpanish col-
amn, which had marched overland from
Minas to intercept their movements,

Dr, Avgustine Clemente Betancoort,
an American citizen, after years of in-
carcerstion as &8 military prisoner in
Pinar del Rio and in Cabanas castle as
s political suspect, has been liberated
and ordered to leave the island, no proofs
to substantiate the charges against him
having been foond.

Manuel Fernidanez Cahuquielo, an
American citizen captured with the in-
sargenta near Jaruco 12 months ago, and
s'nce then confined in Cabanas fortress,
has been notified to prepare for an early
trial.

EY ORDER OF WEYLER.

Spanish Forces sre Preparing to Evaec-
uate Bayamo.

New Yorg, Jnly 8.—A Herald dis-
patch from Havana eays:

Captain-General Weyler has at last
decided it wise to evacoate Bayamo,
He bas already ordered the inhabitante
to betake themselves to Manzanillo, and
has asked the war department in Spain
to autborize the withdrawal of troops
and the burning of the town. The ex-
penses of maintaining the garrison there
have always been very heavy and one
which the end gained did not jostify.

Much sickness prevails. The insnr-
gents are looking onut for the landing of
artillery slong the coast of Matanras,
The Spanish army has pever been =0
weakened by sickness before. An offi-
cial estimate of the number of Spanish
goldiers in hospitals throughout the
ieland i= 2500. Not long ago the Luch-
ano battalion marched to the front 1100
strong; today the baltalion numbers
150 men.

Some May Dile.

Mzororp, Or., July 6.—News has just
reached bere that at the Foarth of July
borserdcing at Browdsboro, thiz county,
Monday, thera was a serions accident to
several persons, some of whom may die.
In the excitement of the race several
persons rushed on the track, and did not
get off until the horee that Marsh Gar-
rett wae ridingran over them. Garrett’s
horse ran over Fraok Nichols, a Mr.
Tocker and two girls of the name of
Thawmbuyrg, the older of whom was seri-
ously Hhart,as was Mr., Tucker. The
horse fell, throwing Garrett and bruoising
hm aboot the head very badly. His
brother came to Mediord with him to-
day, and his wounds were dressed. How
